Recently  I  said  to  a  group  of  graduates  that  the  only  way  Lenoir  Rhyne  can  justify 
her  existence  is  through  the  contribution  made  by  those  she  sends  out  into  the  world. 
Whatever  illumination  you  gained  here  must  be  radiated  through  your  influence  in  a 
world  that  has  many  dark  areas  and  sorely  needs  more  light.  At  the  college  we  rejoice 
in  every  report  telling  of  the  achievements  of  our  former  students. 

Again  this  year  we  have  a  capacity  enrollment  with  807  students  registered  for  the 
first  semester.  One  of  our  regrets  is  that  we  did  not  have  room  to  accept  many  ap- 
plicants whom  we  wanted  to  enroll.  We  believe  the  main  reason  so  many  have  been 
seeking  admission  is  the  favorable  impression  our  graduates  are  making  and  the  good 
report  they  give  of  the  college. 

We  endeavor  to  show  our  appreciation  of  your  good  will  by  constantly  strengthening 
and  improving  the  institution  as  our  resources  make  this  possible.  Just  prior  to  the 
opening  of  this  session  we  held  a  faculty  retreat  in  which  we  spent  three  days  studying 
together  the  purpose  and  program  of  a  Christian  college.  Throughout  the  conference 
it  was  evident  that  all  who  participated  were  motivated  by  the  single  desire  to  improve 
their  stewardship  in  their  respective  positions. 

We  of  the  faculty  and  staff,  while  conscious  of  our  own  responsibility,  realize  that 
other  groups  have  important  roles  to  play  if  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  to  continue  to  enlarge 
her  ministry  and  influence.  Among  the  chief  of  these  is  the  Alumni  Association.  We 
are  grateful  for  what  you  are  doing  now  and  we  believe  that  the  number  of  loyal  alumni 
will  continue  to  grow.

Rev,  J.  Elwood  Carroll,  president  of  the 
Hickory  Ministerial  Associatoin  and  pastor 
of  the  First  Methodist  Church  brought  of- 
ficial welcome  from  the  churches  of  Hick- 
ory. Barry  Beatty,  student  body  presi- 
dent, welcomed  both  old  and  new  stud- 
ents to  the  campus. 


First  Semester  Enrollment 
Numbers  807  Students 

A  total  of  807  students  are  enrolled  this 
semester,  according  to  Dean  E.  L.  Setzler, 
registrar.  Enrollment  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
this  semester  increased  slightly  over  that 
of  first  semester  last  year.  The  number  of 
students  is  twenty-five  above  the  first 
semester  enrollment  of  782  last  year. 

A  class  breakdown  this  year  is  as  fol- 
lows: freshmen,  261;  sophomores,  176; 
juniors,  150;  seniors,  139;  40,  one-year 
business  students;  31,  Saturday  school 
students  and  10,  special  students. 

The  returned  veterans  enrolled  thisi 
semester  total  81.  Thirty-three  of  these: 
are  listed  as  Korean  veterans  and  are  re-' 
ceiving  benefits  under  the  new  Koreani 
Bill. 

Many  dormitory  students  could  not  bet 
accepted  because  of  a  lack  of  housing  fa-- 
cilities  on  the  campus  and  in  Hickory. 
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Neiu  President's  Home 
Is  Campus  Social  Center 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Le- 
noir Rhyne  the  president's  family  occupies 
a  college-owned  home.  Begun  in  August 
of  1951,  this  basically  Georgian  colonial 
style  structure,  designed  by  Clemmer  and 
Horton  of  Hickory,  was  completed  last 
May. 

The  twelve-room,  brick-veneer  home  is 
located  on  a  site  adjoining  the  college  pro- 
perty facing  Fourth  Street,  N.  E.  Being 
in  a  comparatively  new  residential  de- 
velopment, the  250-feet  deep,  300-feet  front 
lot  is  still  largely  wooded;  however  land- 
scaping has  been  finished,  grass  sowed,  and 
flowers  planted. 

As  one  enters  the  front  door,  to  the  left 
of  the  hall  is  a  spacious  living  room.  On 
the  right  of  the  hall  is  a  dining  room,  and 
behind  this  are  a  breakfast  room,  kitchen 
and  utility  room.  Running  the  length  of 
the  house  in  the  back  are  a  den,  a  porch, 
a  bedroom,  and  bathroom.  There  are  three 
bedrooms  and  a  study  on  the  second  floor. 
The  entire  interior  is  plastered,  except  the 
basement,  which  extends  under  the  whole 
of  the  house,  enclosing  the  furnace  room, 
a  storage  room,  a  recreation  room,  and  a 
two -car  garage. 

"We  were  thrilled  with  the  commodius 
facilities  of  the  new  home  upon  movmg  in. 
Now  that  we  have  occupied  the  house  for 
five  months,  we  know  from  experience  that 
it  is  well  planned  and  ample  for  the  pur- 
poses which  it  is  to  serve,"  stated  Dr.  Cro- 
mer. President  and  Mrs.  Cromer  state 
that  it  is  their  intention  to  have  the  home 
do  more  than  serve  the  needs  of  the  presi- 
dent's family.  "We  hope  to  have  it  serve 
the  entire  college  family  in  various  ways. 
Two  large  college  groups  have  already 
been  entertained  there.  The  recreation 
room  in  the  basement  is  available  for  the 
use  of  smaller  student  groups." 

Herman- Sipe  and  Company  of  Conover 
were  the  contractors,  and  an  oilburning 
radiant  heating  system  was  installed  by 
Ingold  of  Hickory,  who  were  awarded  the 
plumbing  and  heating  contract. 

A  major  portion  of  the  money  necessary 
to  construct  the  home  was  donated  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Albert  D.  Eckard  and  their  son 
Neil  Eckard,  of  Hickory. 

"A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all 
alumni  to  visit  the  president's  home  when- 
ever you  return  to  the  campus,"  said  Dr. 
Cromer.

Spring  and  Fall  of  each  year  ends  and 
begins  the  process  of  education  for  many, 
and  the  beginning  of  this  season  was  no 
different  from  the  numerous  other  school 
sessions  in  that  260  eager  and  somewhat 
green  freshmen  embarked  on  their  college 
careers  here  at  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

The  largest  freshman  class  in  the  history 
of  the  college  began  arriving  on  Monday, 
September  8,  several  days  before  the  up- 
perclassmen  for  initiations  and  orienta- 
tions.

"The  Synthesis  and  Surface  Activity  of 
Certain  Sodium — Alkoxybenzoates"  (syn- 
thetic surface  active  agents.)
